the manufacturers ot morocco, on their
own showiug. But tho plate-glas- s

makers ought to be excited to reflection
bytbeir owu statements, lhey admit
that their natural advantages lor making
plate-gla- ss are unsurpassed, it they are
even equalled, and that their raw ma-
terial is as cheap as it can be anywhere.
And yet tbey insist upun 40 per cent.
because their labor costs tbem twice as
much as English labor and four limes
as much as Belgian. Admitting this
which Is by no means to be admitted,
bow do the Indiana makers suppose
tbat the English manulacturers manage
lo exist aud to make plate-glas- s and to
make money in tbe lace ol C'liipetiilon
witb the pauper labor ol Belgium, from
which tbey are not protected by any
duty whatsoever, and from which lhey
are separated only by tbe width of the
channel, instead of by tbe width of the
Atlanllo ocean and a thousand miles ol
railway transportation whic'i protects
the labor of New Albany trom tbe un-

derpaid labor of England? After the
plate-glas- s makers have answered tbis
question others will no doubt arise.

A Mr. O JJolierty, who seems to be a
very foolish person, assured the com
mission ot bis per.onal knowledge tbat
the difference between ibe condition of
tbe Amor loan laborer and tbe condition
ol tbe Irish laborer is all due to the
difference between free trade in Ireland
and a high protective tarill in America
The fuel that America is as yet a thinly
populated c uintry in which labor i in
great demand and land a drug, nud that
Ireland is a crowded Island in wbich
land is In great demand and Iibor a
drug, does not seem even to have oc-

curred to tbe intellect of O'Doherty as
an ' explanation why wages may be
higher in America than in Ireland with
out reference lo a protective tarill
Neither does It occur to O'D.ihorty to
explain why when tbe United States
had a revenue tariff tbe lot ot tbe Amor,
lean laborer wns at least as lar supei i r
to the English laboier as it is now, nor
why wnen meal uritaiu bad a protect
ivo tariff the lot ol tbe Eng ieh laborer
was no belter than it is now. Mo
likely he is not aware either that ihe
United Slat. s evei had a revet.ue taiiff
or that Great Britain ever had a protec
live lartu, ana wnen tnose lacis are
brought 10 his knowledge will be pre
pared to maintain thai the American
laborer was a trampled serl belore l$(iO,
aud that tbe British agricultural laborer
was Ibe envy of nations
lieioie the repeal ot the corn laws,
O'Doherlys who stiz.i with both
hands every occasiou lor exhibiting
tbeir owu ignorance are common
enough.
